DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Cartoonist Jules Feiffer and his other half, 
novelist J.Z. Holden, rode the subway from East 
Hampton to Sag Harbor on Friday afternoon. 
Rock legend Debbie Harry rode the subway 
from Bridgehampton to Water Mill on Tuesday 
morning. Director Barry Sonnenfeld used 
the subway Wednesday from Montauk to 
Amagansett around 4 p.m. 


AIRPORT STOP OPENS 

East Hampton Town Supervisor Larry Cantwell 
cut the ribbon to inaugurate the new subway 
stop at East Hampton Airport on Thursday. The 
new stop offers direct, same-platform service 
for travel by helicopter to New York. The entry 
to the Airport station is a large square helicopter 
pad on arunway just to the north of the terminal. 
When a helicopter lands on this pad, the weight 
of the helicopter activates machinery which, 


with the sound of a horn to keep people clear, 
lowers the pad 10 feet down into the station 
to where it stops flush with the new subway 
platform below. Helicopter passengers from 
New York City then exit onto the pad and take 
just 10:steps to the edge of the subway platform 
to await the arrival of a train. After everyone has 
disembarked, new subway passengers waiting 
by the pad to take the helicopter back to New 
York climb into the chopper, an all clear sounds 
and after a brief ten second wait (for safety) the 
pad automatically rises up to the level of the 
helipad again so the helicopter can take off into 
the sky. For the first week, as a promotion, the 
cost of the service is just one subway token. 
Offer ends Ferbuary 6. 

The new subway stop connects to the 
Sagaponack and Sag Harbor stations via tunnels 
from both those locations. It was designed 
by Frks Alakaza, the well-known Indonesian 
architect who in October built just such a 
subway/chopper stop in Dubai adjacent to the 
Burj Khalifa. It was the only one in the world for 
just a New York minute. Incidentally, protesters 
carrying signs were kept away from the airport 
for the ribbon cutting. The signs read LARRY 


CANTWELL, SHAME! as a commentary on the 
fact that Cantwell, on the same day he cut the 
ribbon, also announced he is considering new 
town legislation that would restrict helicopter 
use at the airport. Demonstrators were there 
from both sides of this issue. 


TIME TRIALS 


A new speed record for “fastest time to make 
the circuit of the Hampton Subway” was set last 
Sunday afternoon by “Wild Bill” Recompence 
of Austin; Texas when he motored a souped- 
up subway train completely around the 72- 
mile system, passing the checkered flag at the 
Montauk Yards station in just 1 hour and 27.4 
minutes. Unfortunately, after his run it was 
found that crew members for Recompence 
had, just before the firing of the starting gun, 
secretly overinflated the tires on each of the 
five Hampton Subway cars he towed, and so he 
was disqualified. 

The winner of this event, called the First 
Annual Hampton Subway Grand Prix, was then 
declared to be the second place finisher, and that — 
turned out to be our own Billy Happenstance 
of Hampton Bays, the sole motorman from 
Hampton Subway entered in the six-man 
competition. He won a gold cup, a laurel wreath, 
a six pack of beer and a check for $1,000. 

Thousands of people watched this event from 
the subway platforms. It was well publicized. 
Everyone looks forward to next year.

BRIEFING ON PANTIES 

Police recently held a press briefing about 
so-called “panty crimes.” For the last several 
years, the East End has had chronic problems 
with lingerie thefts, and authorities blame the 
situation on the large number of panty gangs 
active in the area. A recent daytime theft of silky 
panties from a Bridgehampton lingerie store, 
for example, was determined to be the work 
of the Wainscott Wedgies, a gang that police 
report has close to 60 active members—almost 
the entire population of Wainscott. These local 
gangs have until now confined themselves to 
lifting new, unused lingerie from retail stores—a 
practice that, while troubling, at least showed 
some concern for hygiene. A recent theft of 
previously worn bras and panties from a private 
home, however, could show a significant and 
disturbing change of strategy on the part of the 
gangs, and what police worry could be their 
growing fearlessness both when it comes to 
means of illegally obtaining undergarments and 
when it comes to the transmission of cooties. 
“Forgive the expression, but we were sort 
of caught with our pants down on this one,” 
quipped police spokesman Larry Hirsch at the 


start of the briefing. “But before everybody gets 
their knickers in a twist, let me just say that 
the problem has grown and we realize we can 
no longer follow a ‘one size fits all’ approach 
to this challenge.” Hirsch closed his remarks 
by making an offer directly to the panty gangs: 
“We’d welcome any of them who wants to 
unbelt, make a clean breast of it and tell us 
about their operation, from top to bottom.” 


A GAME OF TAGS 

Last week, in the early hours of Thursday 
morning, a 16-hour standoff began as police 
descended upon a North Sea home. Police 
had a warrant for the arrest of the home’s 
lone occupant, Gordon Strohsack, who 
was suspected of removing the tags from 
his mattresses. Recently, an undercover 
force, codenamed the “Tagteam,” had been 
investigating the shady underworld of mattress 
tag removal. To do so, individual officers had 
evidently spent a lot of time in the shady 
underworld beneath Strohsack’s beds in the 
hopes of catching a prime suspect in the act. 
Strohsack, who communicated several times 
over telephone with the police during the 
standoff—which eventually came to include 43 
officers, two police helicopters, and a SWAT 
team—adamantly refused to surrender. Late 
on Thursday, a bulletin was issued informing 
police that it is NOT, in fact, a crime to remove 
mattress tags if you own the mattresses in 
question. As this news settled in, the police 
gradually began to disperse. ga

Former Boxing Ring, Indoor Tennis Courts, Cattle Barn and Summer Stock

ost of the towns on the eastern end of Long | 


Island have community centers for the 
locals. A few small villages and hamlets do, too. 
They are usually modest affairs, perhaps about 
5,000 square feet, and they usually consist of a 
kitchen, a common space that could be used 
for a meeting or a dinner or maybe a bunch 
of people playing cards. Sometimes there’s a 
small stage. There’s usually a TV area. And 
sometimes there’s an exercise area involved. 

Montauk is a small hamlet. The yearround 
population is about 3,000. But somehow about 
15 years ago they got, for $1, a building that 
they have made into a community center that is 
about 25,000 square feet in size. And now they 
want to increase it by half again. It will be about 
the size of King Kullen in Bridgehampton. And 
they need the space. 

What facilities are in this building and what 
they are going to add to it, I will shortly get to. 
It’s called the Montauk Playhouse Community 
Center. After a one-summer attempt at making 
it a summer stock live Broadway show venue in 
1959, it has another distinction. It is a building 
that has perhaps the most interesting history of 
any building still standing on the East End. 

It was built in 1929, long before zoning. Had 
there been zoning, the Playhouse building, 
enormous as it is, would have been designated 
an “accessory structure,” like-a shed or garage. 


It 1 was built as an accessory to a hotel, which 
was then and is today the Montauk Manor, 
which opened in 1926 with 200 rooms for 
the summer resort season that year high on 
the adjacent hill looking down the hill at the 
Playhouse. Also opened for the resorters in 
that year and the subsequent two years were 
a surf club with cabanas and boardwalk on the 
ocean, a yacht club, a polo field, a racetrack, 
two churches, a golf course and a little village 
that was called Shepherd’s Neck, where all the 
workmen and some locals lived. 

A grid of roads was laid out for a new 
downtown in what had been an open field 
down by the ocean, and on this grid during 
1927 and 1928 were built half a dozen stores, 
a post office, two churches and a big: six- 
story office building at the top of which the 
developer of this project, Carl Fisher, had a 
penthouse apartment. He’d bring rich friends 


-up there and go out on the balcony and show 


them lots they could buy where he wanted 
more commercial buildings, a beach resort 
or private homes. Unfortunately, this whole 
project, called Montauk Beach—“Miami Beach 
in the Winter, Montauk in the Summer”—came 
crashing down when the Great Depression 
began on Black Tuesday, October 29, 1929. 

Carl Fisher lost everything, even Miami 
Beach, which he had built 10 years earlier. And 
of course he lost Montauk.

accessory building, it was one of the last things 
built by Fisher. I guess a huge glass-enclosed 
tennis court building could be something like 
the icing on the cake. 

It opened, according to Maureen Rutkowski, 


the Project Director for the Montauk Playhouse - 


Foundation, on August 30, 1929. This was just 
in time to celebrate the last four days of the 
summer resort season in Montauk that year. 
And it was just 60 days before the whole 
country collapsed into the Depression and 
businessmen were jumping out of windows on 
Wall Street. 

And it did not open with tennis matches. It 
opened with boxing matches. According to a 
newspaper clipping from the time, there were 
several preliminary fights, with a main event that 
featured Rene de Vos versus Babe McGorgary of 
Oklahoma in a 10-round middleweight contest. 

De Vos won by decision. The crowd in the 
stands was estimated at about 1,000 people. 
The article says that Mayor Jimmy Walker of 
New York City was supposed to be attending. 
So was former heavyweight champion Jim 
Corbett, who in 1892 dethroned John L. Sullivan 
(who had knocked him out). Money raised 
went to help build the St. Therese Catholic 
Church in town. 

So that’s how it- opened. Three days later, 
the summer season ended. The manor and 
everything else shut down. And then you-know- 
what happened. 

Of course, nobody in 1929 knew that the 
Depression would last as long as it did. And 
so, the Manor and the courts and the other 


facilities opened in 1930 for the summer. And 
they opened again in 1931. Fewer and fewer 
people came each year. The company fell into 
bankruptcy in 1932, but it soldiered on in 
receivership. It is not clear when the tennis 
court building was last used. We do know that 
in 1938 some public relations people, still trying 
to prop up this bankrupt resort, held a 40th 
reunion. of the Rough Riders, the horseback 
soldiers led by Theodore Roosevelt who fought 


in Cuba in the Spanish-American War in 1898, at — 


the Manor up on the hill. 

The Rough Riders had camped at Montauk 
after that war for a month. Roosevelt was there. 
President McKinley visited him there. But some 
of the Rough Riders, including Roosevelt, had 
passed away by 1938. And many of the others 
lived scattered around the country. Still, a few 
Rough Riders did show up for the reunion, as did 
some members of the New York press and some 
other guests. Dinners were held, speeches were 
made and a plaque commemorating the event 
was attached to an interior wall of the Manor by 
the elevator banks as flashbulbs popped. 

As for the tennis court building, we think that 
tennis was over by that time. The building was 
used as an indoor car-park for a while. Valets 
would take your car after you stopped in front 
of the Manor, drive it down there, and inside 
they’d wash it for you, then bring it back up to 
the Manor when you needed it. 

During World War II, the Manor and its 
attendant all-glass tennis court building became 
a U.S. Navy Base. The base also included, 
across the street from the tennis court building, 


adjacent to the Montauk Railroad Station, the 
small summer fishing village of little summer 
cottages built on railroad property, many of 
which were bulldozed down and replaced with 
an enormous torpedo-testing station complex 
of buildings. Among these buildings was. a 
seaplane hangar. Seaplanes would take off and 
circle over Fort Pond Bay and monitor the 
accuracy of torpedoes fired from PT boats in 
the bay by observing the trail of bubbles left by 
the torpedoes on the bay. Those that failed the 
test were sent back to the city to be fixed at the 
factory in Queens. Those that passed were sent 
off to fight World War II. 

Up at the Manor, the hotel was temporarily 
closed and Naval officers were housed there and 
the sailors housed in two temporary barracks 
buildings constructed on the property (since 
torn down). There was also a medical building. 
(since torn down). As for the tennis courts, it 
was now drafty and deteriorated inside. Birds 
flew in and out. The Navy trained its sailors in 
the tennis court building. They also used it as a 
recreational space. 

After the war, what was left of the tennis- 
courts vanished under the hoof-beats of quarter 
horses that Phin Dickinson would bring down 
from the ranch out toward the lighthouse to 
train for horse shows. The Car] Fisher polo fields 
had become horse and cattle pastures and the 
bunkhouse for the polo players was now used 
by ranch hands out there. The place was now a 
working dude ranch, with a hundred or so head 
of cattle fattened up there every summer to 
be driven through (Continued on page 20) 
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War of the Worlds 


If One Man Is Out There, He’s Your Friend. Crowds Mean It’s About Territory.

X7 hen! got old enough for my parents to tell 
me about the meaning of life, my parents 
took me to the planetarium at the Museum of 
Natural History in Manhattan so | could see the 
great display they had in the ceiling there— 
this consisted of all the planets on their orbits 
circling the sun in our solar system. The sun 
was in the center, bright red and yellow and 
about the size of a beach ball. And there were 
nine monorails hanging from the ceiling that 
formed concentric circles around the sun under 
which the planets, ranging in size from a marble 
to a basketball, slowly made their way around 
Mr. Sun, spinning as they went. 

Closest was Mercury, not much bigger than a 
marble. Then Venus and Earth, each about the 
size of a softball. After that came Mars, halfway 
between Mercury and Earth in size, and after 
that, and quite a bit farther. away from the 
sun on the ceiling, came Saturn with its rings, 
and then Jupiter—both the size of basketballs. 
After that, way, way out from the sun were 
Uranus and Neptune, bigger than Earth but 
smaller than Jupiter, which, at the pace they 
were moving were going to take days to do one 
complete revolution around the sun. Then out 
at the very wall, about the size of Neptune, was 
Pluto. It might take a week for Pluto to circle the 
sun on the ceiling at the almost imperceptible 
rate that it was traveling. 

The thing I remembered most about that 
display was that only the Earth had clear-cut 


white clouds, green land masses and blue 
oceans. All the others were faded, blurred 
and ugly. Mercury was way too hot. So was 
Venus. Mars was too cold, and for the rest way 
out there things were so cold as to be almost 
unimaginable. It was only here on Earth that 
there was life. 

I remember being told all these planets lived 
in the vacuum of space. | remember thinking 
how lonely Earth was, spinning through that 
vacuum. This was our home. As for the rest, 
they were just bigger or smaller rocks. Wasn’t 
there anybody else out there? Apparently not. 

This feeling of being alone in the universe was 
reinforced, when. got to be a young teenager, 
by the installation of a giant radio telescope 
constructed in Arecibo on a mountain peak 
in the center of Puerto Rico. It had been built 
in the 60s, and in 1974 it was used to emit 
radio waves into space that basically said “We 
are here, contact us, please respond.” A few 
years later, with no good news from Arecibo, 
a rocket was fired out into space that bore a 
large coin with several identifying phrases in 
different languages agreed upon by people a lot 
smarter than I am. It also showed the outline 
of a male and female person to show whoever 
found it living on a star far away that there was 
somebody out “there” from “there.” It read 
“here I am” in these different languages. 

It seemed to me at that point that clearly 
there were a lot of people who felt about things 
the way I did. God had made us all. He made 
the planets and the stars. Wouldn’t you think 


he would put some other living things on other 
planets or stars? And now that we had the tools 
to look, wouldn’t you think we would come up 
with something? 

Well, we didn’t. 

In 1990 we expanded this effort with the 
launch and placement in the upper atmosphere 
of a very powerful telescope called the Hubble 
to have even more of a look. It didn’t work 
at all up there at first. Its lenses had been 
made incorrectly, but after a couple years our 
scientists had figured out a way to bring up 
new lenses and, using space walks by astronaut 
ophthalmologists, installed them on Hubble’s 
eyes. Now Hubble could see. 

Then, about a year ago, the Kepler telescope— 
launched in 2009—located a small planet, about 
the same size as ours, that was circling a sun 
about the same size as ours, about the same 
distance from that sun as we are from ours, 
and with spectrum light that indicated that life, 
water and air might possibly be on that planet. 
It was so many million light years away from us, 
however, that learning more about it was at the 
present moment impossible. Certainly it was 
way beyond our ability to get to visit anybody 
there. But it gave us hope. Maybe, someday we 
could find a way to meet up with them, shake 
their hands (or whatever) and celebrate the 
fact that there was at least one other part of the 
universe where we could ponder our fate. Was 
there a God? We believe there is. Had they found 
proof? We could tell them about us, they could 
tell us a lot about (Continued on next page) 
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Worlds (Continued from previous page) 


them. There would be a lot of backslapping and 
gifts given back and forth and promises to get 
together soon. We would be like cousins. 

In early January, The New York Times 
published a front-page story headlined “So 
Many Earth-Like Planets, So Few Telescopes.” 

It seems that now various telescopes have 
located as many as 24 planets out there that 
could support the life we know of on earth. This 
is amazing news. 

In early January a group of scientists at the 
Harvard-Smithsonian Center for Astrophysics 
announced the discovery of eight new planets 
circling stars way out there that appear to be 
only slightly larger than ours at a distance from 
a sun that will allow water to babble down 
streams and brooks without freezing solid or 
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boiling off into steam. One of them, Kepler 
438b, circles its sun every 35 days. Another, 
Kepler 442b, circles its sun every 112 days. 
Others appear to be “rocky” with valleys and 
mountains and, one supposes, fields of lilacs 
or clover. The scientists call these planets 
“Goldilocks planets” because things are not 
too hot or too cold. There are sure to be more 
to come. A new scientific group is building a 
telescope in the Canary Islands that will study 
spectrographic observations. Another satellite, 
called the Transiting Exoplanet Survey Satellite, 
is scheduled to be launched in 2017. 

So now I don’t feel loneliness. I feel fear. 
Here on earth, all these different tribes are 
fighting with one another. We have a flag for 
the United Nations, but most people don’t give 
it any respect. With 24 inhabited planets out 
there, it’s my belief we will someday find out 
that some of the creatures on these planets 
have chosen sides and made treaties with 
those on other planets and that they fight 
with one another with opposing armies, while 
others will be caught up in fights on their home 
planets where the radicals are battling the 
conservatives and the rich are vying with the 
poor and there are businesspeople looking to 
exploit and mine wealthy minerals on barren 
planets they hope to get to first. 

How nice it would be to get back to the old 
days when we just felt so alone and we hoped 
to locate just one planet with life on it so we 
could pop the champagne corks and exchange 
presents whenever we got together.

It was a free reading of The Tempest starring 
Tony Award winner John Glover, held outdoors 
at Mashashimuet Park in Sag Harbor. For this 
event, we set up a semicircle of bleachers, 
leaving an open field in front of our temporary 
stage. Our hope was that an audience would 
bring chairs, blankets and picnics and come 
watch the show. But this was the first time Bay 
Street had tried something like this, and I had 
no idea if anyone would show up! Our afternoon 
rehearsal ended and for a while it was pretty 
quiet by our stage in the back of the park. 
Then, as the afternoon sunlight began to slant 
through the trees, suddenly people started to 
appear, walking down the dirt road that led to 
our stage. And they kept coming. By 7 p.m. when 
the show began, our entire field was filled, and 
most of the bleachers too. It was a perfect night,

most excellent canopy, the air.” To partner 
with the park to bring this special, ephemeral 
performance to our community, and to share 
the joy of poetry and performance with our 
neighbors that night, reminded me why I love 
theater in the first place. 

With a little over a year of lessons and 
memories, | am proud of what Bay Street 
Theater is and excited about what we can be. 
We are a center for the performing arts on the 
East End, a place where visionary artists come 
to create cutting edge work that gets us talking. 
We are a home for new works, and for classics 
given new life. And we are a gathering place 
for the community, not just in the summer, but 
also year round—a place to be entertained, to 
start conversations, and to share our ideas and 
hearts. 

We have performances going on now, and will 
throughout the rest of the winter and spring.

downtown and herded up inside the tennis 
court building awaiting the freight trains that 
would take them to slaughterhouses to the 
west. 

Meanwhile, the Navy was gone. And for two 
years, 1950 and 1951, the Navy building by 
the torpedo station dock was used as a bar, 
restaurant and store called Fishangri-La. Fishing 
boats tied up at the dock there. The fishermen 
would come out every day in the summertime, 
boarding trains in Queens at 4:30 in the morning 
to arrive in the dark of early dawn at Montauk 
and then rush across the railroad tracks to 
get the best spots along the railing of one of 
the fishing boats docked there, which would 
then go out fishing for porgy, fluke, sea bass 
and stripers. In that second year, a rogue 
wave struck an overloaded fishing boat called 
the Pelican only a half-mile off the Montauk 
Lighthouse. The ship, found turned upside 
down, was towed back to Fishangri-La. But the 
lives of 50 or so fishermen and Captain Eddie 
Carroll were lost. Fishangri-La closed. 

In the mid-1950s, the old torpedo testing 
station across the street was used as a storage 
area for repair parts for the Republic Aircraft 
Company. Republic built Sabre jets, the fighter 
planes that fought Soviet MiGs over Korea 
during the Korean conflict. The torpedo testing 
station was surrounded by a chainlink fence 
and was off-limits in those years. Also at that 
time, some of the empty buildings outside the 
chain link at the torpedo testing station were 
used as warehouses for retail stores downtown 
on Main Street, one of which was my dad’s 


store, White’s Drug and Department Store. 

In 1958, with the cattle drives over and the 
cattle now taken from the ranch by special 
livestock trucks, the old tennis court building 
was first considered as a possible location for 
a new and larger firehouse. It was decided it 
would be too expensive to convert the tennis 
courts to a firehouse. Instead, a large firehouse 
was built adjacent to the tennis court building 
and is there today. Soon thereafter, the tennis 
court building was sold to a developer who 
hired local builder Ed Pospisil to restore the 
building into a summer stock theater to be 
called the Montauk Playhouse. The elevated 
bleachers were removed, a stage was set up 
inside, and about half of the open space was 
outfitted with folding captain’s chairs, about 
350 of them—very uncomfortable chairs to sit 
upon for two hours to watch a show, it seemed 
to me. In the summer of 1959, Broadway shows 
starring aging Broadway stars were produced 
there. My family had moved out from New 
Jersey in 1956 and by 1959 I was 19 years old. I 
saw The Boy Friend at the Montauk Playhouse, 
and I think they also produced Girl Crazy. Both 
are well-known musical comedies. 

On a personal note, during those summers 
I was a college student living with my parents 
and out most weekend nights enjoying the 
town’s nightlife. There was little to choose 
from. Mostly it was just locals, but there were 
also the waitresses at the Montauk Manor in 


the summer, and wherever the girls decided 


to hang out, we boys would follow. From our 
perspective, all the actresses from the summer 


stock were a welcome addition to our singles 
bar scene then. Mostly we’d go to a bar on 
the Old Montauk Highway called the Surf and 
Sand, or we’d go to Ray Bimson’s Blue Marlin, 
which was halfway between the old tennis court 
building and the torpedo testing station and is 
now called Camp Hero State Park. Other places 
we frequented were Ruschmeyer’s and the old 
Lakeside Inn (now the Surf Lodge). 

That was a good year, 1959, and that was 
probably because that was the only year the 
summer stock played in Montauk. The following 
year it became a movie theater. But after 
that, until the early 1970s, that failed and the 
building closed down for what everyone thought 
was for good. 

Meanwhile, across fe street, the abandoned 
torpedo testing station became for a short time 
a laboratory facility for a company developing 
hovercrafts, a vehicle that could go on land 
and sea, hovering either over the waves or the 
grass. Then that closed and the torpedo testing 
station was converted, for about 10 years, as 
the New York Oceanic Institute, which, affiliated 
with numerous colleges in the Northeast such 
as Cornell, Columbia and Princeton, would host 
students out there to study sea life. In the 1980s, 
the old torpedo testing station dock became a 
refueling station for nuclear submarines from 
Groton, Connecticut, and after that, in 1981, the 
torpedo testing station was decommissioned 
and the next year replaced with Rough Rider 
Landing, a condominium waterfront apartment 
complex which is there today.

Recently 
returning from Los Angeles and the LA Art 
Show, the artist talks about the mystery behind 
his work. 


_ When did you do this one? 

This particular piece was the first one I did in 
LA, about a year back. It came about when I was 
just out there on vacation, doing my thing and 
taking it all in—the art scene, the atmosphere— 
just being very observant. Around the 405, 
there was this seedy area. Seedy, but enticing. 


Sometimes seedy provides more material. 
Exactly. The oil starts gearing up. 


So your studio and home are back East? 
Yes—I’m based out of Long Island, originally 
from Patchogue, Medford really. Our art 
studio and house was taken out completely 
by [Hurricane] Sandy. From there, a lot of 


business occurred, so it became very positive. 
To see something you consider to be your own 
sanctuary go is kind of monumental—lI’m in 
that revamping and rebuilding process now. 
I just recently got a new studio back, which 
should be ready by mid-February. | already 
have collectors who want to come by, so it’s 


still positive. 


How did you first get into art? 

It’s funny, my first ambition was to be a hockey 
player. Things happen, and it didn’t work out. 
Art came in second and I’ve been doing it since 
I was a teenager. | took some classes, did a lot 
of reading up on my own, studying art history 
and different compositions. Then I just used the 
training that I had. In the past six years it’s been 
all I do. It’s all consuming. 


- What are some of these images in “Slug Trails 


and Guard Rails off the 405?” 

A lot of it stems from us as a society, and that 
deep iconography that connects us all. Each 
person is interpreted in a certain sense—I’m 
definitely trying to tell a story underneath. 
In this one, I'd been getting into the idea of 
relationships and love, whether it’s at any point 
into it. For myself at that time ] wasn’t too sure 
where | was—that kind of lead to the idea of 
grass is greener on the other side. | guess other 
iconography in this piece has to do with facets 
of communication through interpretation, as 
well as inside jokes between friends over the 
years. Casual, sexual, a guy’s interpretation of 


being in a place you’ve never been before. Take 
the New York landscape and a California one— 
we've got traffic over here, they’ve got it over 
there, too, in a different way. 

It was actually done on bed sheets covered 
with industrial plastic—giving that facade that 
we put on, putting our best foot forward, 
presenting ourselves in certain situations. It’s 
also about the introverted vs. extroverted look 
into oneself, or even myself. 


And you use paint on top of the plastic? 

I use all different types of media—whatever 
gets the point across the strongest. Yellow 
pastel is not the same as yellow acrylic, so | 
experiment with different stuff and use whatever 
comes closest to what I’m trying to express. 


How would you define your style? 

I would definitely say expressionism—and a 
combination of Ab-, Neo-, and Raw and Gritty. 
There’s a fine art street appeal. 


Who are some of the artists you most admire? 

Too many to list. But what I really like most 
about the artists that I do like is their story. 
You can really get a better feel of their work... 
understand who they are. 


That’s often the part that’s invisible.

were plans afoot to tear down the tennis court 
building, whichcertainly had becomean eyesore. 
It was so well built, however, it would cost a 
fortune to take down, so that plan was scrapped. 
Instead, in 1999, the building was. donated 
by Joseph Oppenheimer, Richard Bernhard 
and William Buffa. The Montauk Playhouse 
Community Center Foundation was established 
that same year, with the goal of restoring the 
building and turning it into a community center. 
The building was given to the town for the 
reasonable sum of $1. 

And so the Montauk Playhouse Foundation 
is running the place today. How they had the 
courage to take this on, I don’t know, but Joan 
Lycke, John Keeshan, Maureen Rutkowski and 
many others have played a key role in the 
project. They developed it in stages. So far, 
they’ve raised about $2 million out of a $7 
million total they expect to need to make this 
into the most wonderful oversize small-town 
community center on earth. It’s been open 
about nine years. Currently, there is a gym 
with a basketball court, a physical therapy unit 
run by Montauk Physical Therapy, an aerobics 
unit, a boot camp unit, a volleyball court, a 
senior citizens center including a nutrition 
center and meeting room, a childcare center 
and a low-net badminton court game room 
where they play something called pickle ball. 
There’s also a yoga program sponsored by 
the town and a toddler free-play area, and 
outside a playground for kids under 12, also 
courtesy of the town. 

There have been, for years, plans to eventually 


put in a large 45-by-70-foot swimming pool 
in the area where the tennis courts were on 
the ground floor. Recently, the Foundation 
has been discussing a very new idea with 
their architects. The tennis court area is an 
open area nearly three stories tall. It would 
cost more, but not much more, to build a 
second story between that ground floor and 
the ceiling, and install the pool on that second 
floor. That would result in a new ground floor 
space of about 10,000 additional square feet, 
which could accommodate large events such 
as boat shows, car shows, interior decorating 
shows, art shows, farmers markets, concerts 
and theatrical productions. The pool above 
would benefit as well. 

“Part of the restored roof of the building is 
a replica of the old glass roof tennis courts,” 
Maureen Rutkowski told me. “The swimming 
pool would have sunshine on it much 
of the day.” 

The Montauk Manor is a condominium resort 
hotel today with its 200 rooms turned into 
about 65 apartments which can be rented out 
by the public when available. The Montauk 
Surf Club and its cabanas and boardwalks have 
washed away, but have been replaced by a new 
condominium complex bearing that name. The 
old six-story office building is now beautifully 
restored as an apartment building. Someone 
lives in Carl Fisher’s penthouse. The Yacht Club 
has undergone a series of elegant and major 
renovations. The ranch and its surrounding 
grounds have become a park, and much of 
the old polo grounds is still in use raising 


horses and cattle. The golf course is now a 
New York State-owned public course, among 
the best in the country, with an award-winning 
modern clubhouse and adjacent swimming 
pool. The Shepherd’s Neck is still there. The 
downtown has. expanded greatly. And Lake 
Montauk, which was dynamited through a sand 
bar to make it a harbor, is a thriving fishing 
resort village. 

When complete, the Montauk Playhouse will 
be a facility unique for a village of this size, but 
what a draw it will be for the residents, and for 
visitors who might enjoy the open cultural space 
on the ground floor for its various projects. It is 
also expected, with the showroom, to be able to 
be financially self-supporting. 

One last thing. Around 2004, I got a call from 
John Lycke, who had been hired to clean out 
the Playhouse building in anticipation of its 
revival. He had found some storage material 
from White’s Drug and Department Store at 
the Playhouse, which included filing cabinets 


‘that contained, among other things, cancelled 


checks that my mom had sent to pay vendors 
who sold us stuff wholesale back in those 
days. Did I want them? I did. My parents 
had stored stuff in the torpedo testing station 
warehouses. I guess when they cleaned that 
out in preparation of bulldozing it down in 
the years earlier, some of the stuff in it got 
moved over to the Playhouse. Now two of 
the checks, one to the MacGregor Sporting 
Goods Company and the other to some long- 
ago jewelry manufacturer, are in filing cabinets 
in my basement in East Hampton. @&

interact—juxtaposing new acquisitions with 
artworks that a frequent visitor to the museum 
may be familiar with. The Museum’s reinstallation 
happens annually—but this year, marking the 
second anniversary of the new building, it’s been 
thematically arranged in nine mini-exhibitions. 

Before entering the subsequent galleries of the 
exhibition, there in the main foyer—a giant area 
flanked by windows facing a field leading out to 
Montauk Highway to the South and the back parking 
area to the North—are John Torreano’s “Ghost 
Gems,” 1989. Made of birch plywood, painted with 
gesso and sanded acrylic enamel, the ghostly white 
sculptures are scattered as though they fell from the 
sky—gem-shaped meteorites covered in moon dust. 

The reinstallation begins in The Harriet & Esteban 
Vicente Gallery with an eye-catching explosion 
of metalwork and clear neon-green tubes. Dennis 
Oppenheim’s “Splash Building,” 2009, is a large-scale 
sculpture with a teardrop-like shape inside of a ring 
of steel expanding upward—topped with various 
globes. Oppenheim’s Splashes explore the dynamics 
of simple phenomena, like a water drop, within a 
visual language. 

To the right of “Splash Building” is a Keith Sonnier 
neon titled “Saw Tooth Blatt,” 2004. Sonnier’s work 
can be viewed as drawing with neon, the wall 
itself being the background, and particularly in this 
work—where expansive, outstretched lines take on 
constellation-like forms. It can also be seen as a 
visual language for the transmission of energy— 
between the artist and the viewer, via the artwork. 
Sonnier’s inclusion and intentional reveal of the

transformer and wiring is much like the Abstract 
Expressionist “drip’—there is nothing to hide. It also 
speaks to Sonnier’s interest in technology and the 
importance of the transformer within the artwork. 

Inthe same gallery, Ellsworth Kelly’s “White Curve,” 
2010 offers a moment of contemplative silence and 
stillness—the pure glossy white abstraction fuses 
rounded lines with sharp, pointy intersections. 

Proceeding to the left of the Kelly is Dan 
Christensen’s “Oreo,” 1990—a blurry pupil-like 
image on a gritty surface. Emerging from what almost 
appears black are cyan, magenta and yellow. Taking 
the gritty surface to the next level is Donald Sultan’s 
“Polish Landscape Il, Jan. 5, 1990 (Auschwitz),” 
1990—another artwork previously on view in the 
Museum’s permanent collection but now in a new 
place. Made from latex tar on tile and mounted on 
four Masonite panels, Sultan’s work is impressive 
and captures darkness and suffering in a way no 
words can express. 

A wall text introducing the exhibition reads, 
“Works of art do not exist in isolation,” and continues 
to explain how they take on a new meaning when in 
a new context—such as a group show, where they 
can converse. The juxtaposition of Ross Bleckner’s 
“Architecture of the Sky,” 1990, and Robert Gober’s 
“Untitled,” 2012, is an interesting one. Both works 
are shades of whites and greys, but Bleckner’s oil on 
canvas is expansive, breathing and it’s like looking 
up into a celestial cathedral cupola while Gober’s 
sculpted sink—complete with a woven vine and 
wax with human hair backsplash—draws the viewer 
inward and downward towards a little drain hole. 

The exhibition continues into several galleries. 
“Land, Sea, Air” is an exquisite mini-exhibition right 
there in the hallway—including works on paper by 
Michelle Stuart, Norman Jaffe, Ellen Phelan, and 
a noteworthy April Gornik charcoal, “Tidewater,” 
1996—among others. “Painting Horizons,” “William 
Merritt Chase: The Shinnecock Years,” “Face Value,” 
“Material World,” “Still Life in the Studio” and 
“Esteban Vincente and Collage” provide visitors 
to the Museum with an abundance of important 
artworks arranged in such a way as to encourage 
dialogue. Each mini-exhibition has a lot to offer 
and requires more than one visit. Fortunately, “The 
Permanent Collection: Art. Illuminated” will be on 
view through November.

PROJECT ALMANAC 

Is there anything that can 
blow people’s minds more 
thoroughly than the idea of 
time travel? It’s a natural 
topic for stories and films, 
and there have been any 
number of films about it. Time 
travel sets up a simple, easily 
grasped conflict—just as it 
would give people the ability 
to meddle with the past, it would carry with it the 
risk of unintended, unpredictable consequences. 
Project Almanac is just the latest thriller to examine 
this conundrum, setting it among a group of high 
school buddies who find a time machine in the 
basement. The teenagers naturally treat the machine 
as a toy, and begin to go back a few days at a time 
_ to play pranks on themselves, alter the outcomes of 
_ chemistry tests, and, of course, to cash in on winning 
lottery numbers. Naturally, the stakes gradually 
get higher, and unintended consequences begin to 
mount up, and soon the group is 
desperately travelling back and 
forth in time to try to undo the 
damage they’ve done.

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Assessing Life in the Garden

Early in December, I had knee 


of modern medicine for which 
I am grateful—but it does 
put one out of commission 
for much longer than one 
would like! As soon as it was 
reasonable, I took a_ brief 
cruise of the garden. 

I like winter and I like the 
winter garden. Deciduous 
trees and shrubs become 
sculptural and readily show where they need to be 
pruned in late winter. Evergreens mark their spots 
with greater presence. 

When the garden is in its green splendor, we look 
at it in the macro, but there is much to be seen in the 
micro in winter. Buds on my lilac are fat, rose buds 
are fat, oak twigs have fat buds. Look close enough 
and small buds can be found on all deciduous trees 
and shrubs providing reassurance of green to come. 

Many perennials seem to be completely gone 
in winter, but many have a short fringe of growth 
lurking at ground level which will persist through 
winter and is ready to jump into growth in warmer 
weather. You will need to look deep to see it. 

As I walked the garden, I saw several plants that 
seem to be hesitant to yield to the cold. They were 
only just slightly wilted: hollyhock, digitalis, rose 
Campion, euphorbias, phlomis and sages.

“Brilliance” and tassel ferns and arum italicum are 
as green now as they were in summer. 


My borders and beds are covered with leaves 


and when I remove the top layer, | see worms and 
sprouted seeds(which will not make it through 
the leaves in spring). If I go to the places where 
snowdrops live and remove leaves to the soil level 


I see the tops of coming leaves. Early blooming - 


daffodils will begin to show leaves soon. 

Though I sometimes think about how wonderful 
it might be to garden year-round like my sister in 
California, | do like my winter rest and the changes 
in the garden throughout the seasons; each has its 
wonder. 

Last week we had one of those snows that was so 
light that it fell onto even the smallest piece of plants, 


‘twigs, leaves and made the outside into a black and 


white wonder. This is my favorite kind of snow... it 
falls beautify, there’s not too much of it and it stays 
just long enough to show its beauty and then melts. 

Snow brings good things to the garden: insulation, 
nitrogen from the air (in forms readily available to 
the soil) and moisture. Snow that melts and becomes 
ice and then rests on plants can be damaging, 
however. But what is one to do? The. gardener and 
his or her efforts are second to nature. 

Seed catalogues have been coming! I have learned 
over the years to keep only the ones that I know I 
will use after a good inspection of them all. I don’t 
want to miss something new. | have also learned to 
make a note in each listing of anything that looks 
promising, instead of thinking that I will remember

that wonderful whatever and the catalogue it is 
in when it is time to order. How could I have ever 
thought that? 

Don’t forget spring planted bulbs. I know that 
gladiolas are not necessarily in favor right now but 
I like them a lot and like to plant them in cutting 
gardens. Be sure to look at dahlias. They are easy to 
grow from tubers and are the star of the late summer 
garden. Be sure to check height as they range 
from 6” to 6’. 

As we enter these deep days of winter, plants are 
sensing the lengthening days. They are gearing up for 
the spring, just like us gardeners. G&

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Long Island Girl Competes on “MasterChef Junior”

KF or many, the thought of kids and food conjures 
up visions of chicken nuggets and grilled 
cheese—staples in most 11-year-olds’ diets. 

But, give Center Moriches pre-teen Kayla time 
near the oven, and she just may whip up some boeuf 
bourguignon, a dish she currently refers to as her 
signature, much like her role model Julia Child did. At 
an age when most kids simply eat what is put in front 
of them, Kayla is thinking that the boeuf bourguignon 
might taste nice with some Long Island wine, served 
with a seasonal side of local corn. 

It was that kind of thinking that earned Kayla one 
of 19 spots on MasterChef Junior, a pint-sized version 
of MasterChef that is now in its third season. But, just 


because the contestants are small in stature doesn’t - 


mean that they have any less ability to conceive and 
execute complicated recipes. 

“I think adults think that kids can’t handle being in 
the kitchen, like cutting a piece of bread with a butter 
knife [is a big deal],” says Kayla. “But kids are a lot 
more capable of doing things [than people think]. 
Parents get nervous because they don’t want us to 
get hurt, but we’re very capable.” 

Incidentally, Kayla cut her fingers on the first 
episode of the show and had to stop cooking to 
get help from an on-site medic. Kayla continued 
the time-sensitive cooking challenge, however, and 
was one of three kids who won the task. Like 
the adult version of the show, MasterChef Junior 
is hosted by Gordon Ramsey, Joe Bastianich and 


Graham Elliot. Ramsey, best known for reaming 
out contestants on MasterChef, puts on the 
kid gloves for MasterChef Junior. He consoled 
Kayla through her injury, encouraging her to 
keep going. 

Kayla recounts how she first started cooking, 
remembering watching cooking shows on 
television when she stayed home sick from 
school. Intrigued by the format, she asked her 
mom to help her in the kitchen, and, from there, 
a passion was born. 

Raised in Center Moriches, Kayla comes out 
East frequently, especially in the summer, and 
she names Westhampton Beach’s Margarita 
Grill among her favorite restaurants. “I usually 
get a lot of different things, because every 
time I go, there’s a new special on the board,” 
says Kayla. “But one of my favorites is the filet 


mignon quesadilla.” all ; 
Cookies rank among her favorite things to Chef Kayla competes on the show. 


make. She enjoys experimenting with different 
types, as well as with different dishes altogether. 

“I use cookbooks or I use recipes from cooking 
shows, and then | add an ingredient or do something 
different to make it my own,” says Kayla of her 
process. When at home, Kayla enjoys cooking for her 
parents and younger sister. “Sometimes, my mom 
will say something like, ‘we’re having pork tonight, 
so you can make anything you want with that,’ and 
I'll make the side dishes with one of my own recipes.” 

She often cooks with other family members. “My 
cousin likes to cook. She doesn’t want to be a chef,

she wants to be a gymnast,” says Kayla. “We take her 
iPhone and tape ourselves like we’re on a cooking 
show.

Chef Mark Militello — 3 | 
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Stuffed (and Puréed) at the Topping Rose House

Winter on the East End has 
many bright spots, even 
mid-week! I took the January 
cooking class at the Topping 
Rose House in Bridgehampton 
with Chef Kyle Koenig last 
Wednesday evening. Classes 
will also be offered on the 
third Wednesday of the month 
in February and March. And 

os I'll do my best to be there— 
Decne | learned so much! 

The focus this month was purée. Chef Koenig 
demonstrated various purée methods, and together 
we prepared an appetizer of Butternut Squash Ravioli 
and a Potato Purée, and Pastry Chef Cassandra 
Shupp led us in making Cranberry Panna Cotta. 

Chef Koenig prepared an entrée of Slow Roasted 
Beef Brisket earlier in the day. He gave us a written 
recipe for it, but I can’t help but wonder if this Texan 
is keeping some of his brisket secrets to himself. 

Below is Chef Koenig’s recipe for Butternut Squash 
Ravioli, incorporating some of my observations from 
the class. We used one of the Topping Rose House’s 
“steam roller” electric pasta machines. Chef Koenig 
swears that this pasta is easy to make on a hand- 
cranked pasta maker or with the KitchenAid mixer’s 
pasta roller attachment, after a little practice. 

It’s definitely a great dish to make at this time of 
year—in fact the squash we used was “still local,” 
from the Milk Pail Fresh Market in Water Mill. 

Chef Koenig encouraged his students to try making 
up their own ravioli fillings into “nice, tight purées” 
at home, suggesting that we try mixing potatoes 
and truffles. He says that his classes are “not about

teaching the recipes but about the techniques” and 
that when it comes to stuffed pasta at the Topping 
Rose House, “We’ve done everything under the sun!” 


BUTTERNUT SQUASH RAVIOLI 
Serves 2 as an entrée. 


Squash Filling 

1 butternut squash 
butter 

thyme 

sage 

1 egg 

1 cup grated Parmesan 


Preheat oven to 350.° 

Slice squash in half lengthwise. 

Scoop out seeds, lay squash on sheet tray flesh 
side up. Season with salt and pepper. Place 1 
tablespoon butter in cavities and lay fresh sage and 
thyme leaves over. Loosely cover with foil and roast 
for 30 minutes. 

Remove foil and continue roasting until tender 
(about 45 minutes). 

Discard herbs and scoop flesh into a food 
processor. 

Turn machine on and purée. 

Add egg and Parmesan and pulse until combined. 
Season with salt and pepper to taste and transfer to 
a piping bag with a wide tip. 


Pasta Dough 

10 egg yolks 

3 eggs 

3 cups 00 flour (this is a very finely ground pasta 
flour) 

1/2 cup all purpose flour, more for dusting 


Egg Wash 
1 egg, beaten with: 
1 tablespoon water 


Place flours in the mixing bowl of a KitchenAid 
mixer. Add eggs and mix on slow speed until dough 
comes together. Remove from bowl and knead on 
floured surface for 10 minutes by hand. Wrap dough 
and allow to rest for 30 minutes. 

Roll out dough on floured surface, pass through 
pasta maker repeatedly until you have a long sheet 
of dough that you can almost see through. 

Cut dough in half across its width and trim into 2 
neat rectangles. 

Brush pasta with egg wash about 11/2 inches from 
one long edge of dough. 

Pipe a straight line of filling close to that long edge. 

Using a bench knife and your fingers, roll dough 
along long, filled side to encase filling in dough. 

Use your fingers to seal filled dough into equally 
sized pillows. 

Cut pasta with wheel pasta cutter into ravioli. 
Repeat with remaining sheets of dough. 

Ravioli may go directly into hot, salted pasta water 
to cook or may be frozen on a sheet tray for future 
use. (When frozen solid, ravioli may be removed 
from tray and placed in freezer bags.) 

Fresh ravioli will probably take less than 5 minutes 
to cook in boiling water. (Stir occasionally.) 

Remove ravioli with a slotted spoon and serve with 
a sauce of your choice, such as sage butter. £8.
